TORTURE INFLICTED .
BY GERMAN CAPTORS

in

Upon English Men and Women
German East Africa.

Washington, Oct. 18.—Insults and
Physical torture inflicted upon help-
less English men and women by their
German captors in German East Afri-
ca in the esrly fays of the war form
the subject of a special British par-
liamentary paper, copies of which have
just reached this country.

The report, embracing the sworn
testimony of many missionaries and
native teachers, will form part of the
terrible Indictment -against German
officialdom which it is expected will be
brought up at the final reckoning at
the end of the war. The affidavhs
are by British civillans, mostly mis-
sionaries, men and women. who were
engaged in church work #mong the
natives, and who under all rules of
warfare were p#vileged to quit Ger-
man territory in safety upon 24 hours'
notlce after th= outbreak of war.

Permission to leave was refused by
the German officials on the ground of
“the military exigencies,” and the un-
fortunate clvilinne were kept as pris-
oners. the testimony says, confined in
crowded quarters, with insufficient
food, and.much of that unfit for con-
sumption. and forced to do all zorts of
exhausting labor, so that some were
permanentiv imjured in health.

Every effort was made to degrade
the prisoners in the eves of the na-
tives. The men were oblized to act
a= laborers for native masons and to
perform many degrading tasks., The
women are declared to have heen
cbliged to witneas the hathing of Ger-
man soldiers and to submit to insults
and abuse from the native guards and
German civilians. .

Articles Which May Now Be Exported
Without Government License.

The removal of the export embargo
from 2 jonz list of articles if sent to
countries other than the European
neutrals and central powers, will per-
mit the exportation without license of
approximately 3700.000,000 worth of
merchandise per annum. An analysis
by The Natlonai City Bank of New
York of the list of articles from which
the ban js' thus removed indlicates that
&beyv oasgregate approximately $750,-
000,000 in value in the exports of the
fiscal vear 1917, and that only about
5 per cent. of them went to the Euro-
pean codntries to which their expor-
tation is stil] restricted.

The official a2nnouncement by the
exports administrative board of the
merchandise wiich may be exported
without Jlicense if sent to countries
nther than Norway, Sweden, Denmaris,
Netherlands, Spain, Switzerland,
Greece and the area controleid by the
Central Powers enunferates about &00
articles which are thus freed from
tke general! embargo.
